The bulk of the Wakde Islands, 
Japanese air bases, and a rapidly 
expanding beachhead on nearby 
Dutch New Guinea were seized 
Wednesday and yesterday by 
Americans leapfrogging 120 miles 
beyond Hollandia in a twin am- 
phibious operation covered by 
warships and planes. 

General MacArthur, announc- 
ing the one-two strike yesterday, 
forecast the early fall of the re 
maining Dutch New Guinea ter- 
ritory between him and his 
avowed return to the Philippines. 

Despite the warning the Japa- 
nese had been given by incessant 
air attacks, the invaders effected 
surprise and suffered only light 
casualties. 

JAPS SHOCKED 

The invasion-experienced sole 
diers first went ashore at Toem 
on the mainland, two miles south 
of Wakde, Wednesday. The land- 
ing was without opposition there 
and today's communique said the 
Japanese were “completely sure 
prised.” 

A few hours later, amphibious 
forces landed under air and naval 
cover on Insoemanai, the smaller 
and more southerly of the two 
islets forming the Wakde group. 
| No Japanese were found there, 
Guns were set up and began fir- 
ing on Wakde (Insoemoear) lying 
across a narrow channel. 

At 8 a. m. Thursday morning, 
another invasion team struck di- 
rectly at Wakde. Enemy pill- 
boxes and other defenses on the 
beach were overcome shortly with 
the help of strafing planes, light 
naval units and rocket fire from 
landing boats. 

By 8 o'clock last night, the 
Americans had advanced against 
-sniper fire to the southern edge 
of the airdrome.. When they at-

SEIZE AIRDROME 


The victorious forces of Gen- 
eral Frank Merrill seized the 
Myitkyina airdrome, within two 
miles of the city. The Japanese, 
taken by surprise, offered litile 
fight. The Merrill Marauders 
made a espectacular 112-mile 
forced march in 20 days over rug- 
ged terrain. One 5,000-foot peak 
was negotiated. 

Myitkyina is a major point in 
General Stilwell’s drive to open 
a land supply line into China from 
India. Merrill’s march was co- 
ordinated perfectly with the new 
Chinese offensive from the Sal- 
ween river area of Yunnan prov- 
ince. Junction of the forces, how- 
ever, wil] be difficult. The Chi- 
nese driving on Burma from the 
west face high mountain ranges. 


HIT WAKE ISLAND 

Striking hard at Japanese posi- 
tions throughout the mandated 
Truk islands American planes 
knocked out gun positions, bomb- 
ed air fields, probably sank a big 
tanker and a cargo ship and bat- 
tered enemy buildings Tuesday. 

One group of planes, the Navy 
said yesterday, reached far north 
to pound Wake island, captured by 
the Japanese early in the war.

Quit Saint-Headed 
New Testaments, 
Plea to Baptists 

Unprecedented action was tak- 
‘en by the Southern Baptist Con- 
vention yesterday when delegates 
| Voted to hear a resolution from the 
Mt. Zion Baptist church of Bethes- 
ida, Md., which had already been 
‘rejected by the committee on reso- 
lutions, 
| The resolution, presented by the 
Rev. C. A. Burbaker, advised that 
Baptists cease using “saint-head- 
ed” New Testaments. The docu- 
ment claimed that the term “saint” 
ls an echo and relic of the Cath- 
olic church and was handed down 
second-handed to Protestants when 
the King James revision and trans- 
lation Was done. 

The resolution stated that, “No 
Baptist should need to be remind- 
ed that there is no semblance of 
authority anywhere in the New 
Testament for appending ‘saint’ to 
any individual’s name. 

“Baptists now distribute hun- 
dreds of Bibles annually. It is high 
time we insisted that Bible pub- 
lishers issue our many Bibles with 
the headings and running folios 
made to conform to the basic ten- 
ets of our denomination’s fait: .”’ 

The resolution was turned over 
to the Sunday school board of the 
‘Southern Baptist Convention, as 
requested, for further study. 
| Also in the document submit- 
'ted by Mr. Burbaker was a sug- 
|gestion that young Baptists be 
_called upon to give one year of 
voluntary service to the Lord’s 
work. “They can be used for visi- 
tation in rural districts and as 
pastors’ assistants,” the Maryland 
pastor said. For this service they 
will be given a nominal fee to be 
paid partly by the church and 
partly by the convention. This 
suggestion was referred to the ex- 
ecutive committee for further con- 
| sideration.

The resolutions included a crit- 
icism of the State Department, 
charging that néw Protestant mis- 
sionaries to Latin-America have 
experienced “serious difficulty and 
delay” in obtaining passports, 
while Catholic missionaries to 
Latin-America have not experi- 
enced that same difficulty. 

Since the Southern Baptist Con- 
vention was held in Georgia, 
where Catholic missions among the 
Indians had flourished for more 
than a hundred years before the 
coming of English settlers, it seems 
well for the Catholic Laymen’s As- 
sociation of Georgia to remind our 
Baptist friends that it was not the 
Catholic hierarchy of the United 
States, but two non-Catholic 
writers, who had spent consider- 
able time in the southern hemi- 
sphere and observed the reaction 
among prominent people there to 
the activity. of certain American 
Protestant clergy in Latin-America, 
who first brought to the attention 
of the American people the peril 
to the “good will policy” of our 
State Department which existed in 
such missionary effort. 
MISUNDERSTANDINGS. ' 

About two years ago, Dr. John 
Erskine, of Columbia University, 
credited Protestant’ ministers in 
South America with the responsi- 
biligy of a large share of the-mis- 
understanding of the United States 
below the Rio Grande. 

Dr. Erskine wrote that he de- 
plored the attempt, especially 
when organized in a foreign land, 
to win converts from “one branch 
of Christianity to another.” 

“Such activity in South Ameri- 
ca,” he said, “seems less excus- 
able because the countries there 
are tolerant to all religions, as tol- 
erant as the United States, by and 
large, and it seems to me a queer 
return for charity and hospitality 
to dislodge a fellowman from the 
form of Christianity in which he 
was brought up and in which his 
pieties are rooted. Whatever may 
be the motives of this work, it 
seems to me, pure destruction.” 

A Protestant journalist, John W. 
White, who spent more than 20 
years in South America, as corre- 
spondent for the New York Times, 
says that long ago he was forced 
to the reluctant conclusion. that 
“the activities of our Protestant 
missionaries are nullifying all our 
sincere efforts to win the friend- 
ship of South Americans.” 


MORE HARM THAN GOOD 


The missionaries, says White, 
do more harm than good, even 
from a purely religious point of 
view, because, “they deprive their 
‘converts’ of the impressive and 
solemn ritual of the, Catholic 
church, which they have known 
all their lives, and give them no 
equivalent in return for it. Many 
of these so-called ‘converts’ hav- 
ing had doubt sownrin their hearts, 
soon begin to doubt the new faith 
as well, and wind up all too often 
by becoming unbelievers  alto- 
gether.” 

All this and more, White dwelt 
on at length. Simply and solely 
because of its effect on our good 
neighbor policy, he was not in- 
terested in the Catholic church or 
religion. 

“My concern with the problem,” 
he said, “is exclusively political 
and patriotic. I am not siding 
with the Catholic church. ... I 
am only siding with the United 
States of America.” 

Twenty-odd years ago, Roger 
Babson, a noted economist and a 
leader among Protestants, went to 
Panama to attend the Congress on 
Christian Work in Latin America. 
He arrived at similar conclusions. 

Babson’s complaint of a quarter 
of a century ago, fell on deaf ears. 
Our nation today, however, is con- 
scious not only of the advisabil- 
ity, but of the necessity of cordial 
relations with South America. 
GOOD WILL EFFORT 

It was in an effort to promote 
Pan-American good will that the 
Catholic bishops of the United 
States in their statement on vic- 
tory and peace, issued following 
their annual meeting held in No- 
vember, 1942, sent greetings to 
the Catholics of Central and South 
America, afid asserted: 

“We have been consoled by re- 
cent events which give a sincere 
promise of a better understanding 
by our country of the peoples of 
Mexico, Central and South Amer- 
ica, Citizens of these countries 
are bound to us by the closest 
bonds of religion. They are not 
merely our neighbors, they are 
our brothers professing the same 
faith. Every effort to rob them 
of their Catholic religion or to 
ridicule it or to offer them a sub- 
stitute for it, is deeply resented

Catholic missionaries are now 
being sent from the United States 
to South America, where a short- 
age of priests and difficulty of 
transportation make it impossible 
for the native clergy to minister 
These 
missionaries will respect the cus- 
toms and the traditions of the 
people among whom they will 
labor, and it is hoped that they 
will overcomé in their sphere of 
influence some of the prejudice 
against North Americans which 
John W. White and others have 
cited. 

However, Mr. White writes that 
we are going to continue to be dis- 
liked until we cease treating the 
South Americans as inferiors and 
heathens and sending missionaries 
to save them. 

SPIRITUAL INJURY 

The concern of the Catholic 
bishops of the United States in 
regard to the Latin American 
problem is*not solely a thought 
about the spiritual injury which 
might be suffered by some indi- 
vidual members of the Catholic 
church in that part of the world, 
but also, and especially, a fear 
that irreparable damage may be 
done to our nation’s good neighbor 
policy, and that the future mutual 
friendship, defense, and prosperity 
of the nations of the Western 
Hemisphere may be impaired. 

There is nothing in the state- 
ment issued by the Catholic bish- 
ops which might be construed as 
an attempt to restrict the religious 
freedom of Protestant Christians 
in proclaiming their doctrines, but 
there is a question, set forth by 
some ministers from the United 
States in South America conduct- 
ing themselves in a manner United 
States Protestants, sueh as Erskine 
and White, as well as South Amer- 
ican Catholics, find displeasing.

He recognized 
that peace can only be had when 
conditions essential for true and 
lasting peace are obtained. He

NO HITLER LINE—BERLIN 

In a broadcast perhaps designed 
to soften the impact of further 
retreat, the German radio today 
declared that the Hitler line was 
the “mere invention of Anglo- 
American propaganda—there does 
not exist any system of positions 
with this name.” 

The same enemy broadcast said 
the Allies “launched constant at- 
tacks bringing up many fresh for- 
mations and heavy armor in the 
entire sector between the Tyrrhen- 
ian sea and the area northwest of 
Cassino.” 

The noose of steel which fight- 
ing men of nearly a'dozen nation- 
alities forged around Cassino after 
painful months of adversity was 
drawn tight around the beleaguer- 
ed town in the forenoon after the 
British-Indian drive across the Liri 
valley had severed the last rail 
and highway outlet. 

To British troops went the offi- 
cial credit for capturing the town 
and overcoming its stubborn de- 
fenders. To the Poles, re-formed in 
the mideast after the fall of their 
country and molded into one of 
the toughest fighting units of the 
Eighth Army, went credit for over- 
whelming Monastery hill above it. 
GREEN DEVILS SHREDDED 


The “Green Devils,” who clung 
doggedly to Cassino’s elaborate de- 
fense works through the tremen- 
dous Allied air bombardment of 
March 15, found their ranks cut 
to shreds by today’s onslaught. 
They had no way to retreat. It 
was the end. Only the enemy’s ar- 
tilery, planted back in the hills, 
escaped from the Allied trap. 

“The German command once 
again has been too slow in effect- 
ing a withdrawal from a strategic 
position,” said an Allied officer. 

With the capture of Cassino and 
Formia at opposite ends of the bat- 
tle line, the Allies were firmly 
astride both main highways to 
Rome, the Via Casilina and the 
Appian way. American troops who 
chased the enemy from 4,500-foot 
Monte Ruazzo north of Formia 
were last reported within two 
miles of Itri, four miles northwest 
of Formia, and it appeared likely 
they had closed in on that town. 

Itri is a road junction com- 
manding the only route of retreat 
for the enemy forces in the For- 
mia and Gaeta areas. With For- 
mia lost, it appeared likely the 


Germans would be forced to flee 
hastily from Gaeta Point and 
abandon thelr many big guns 
there which for weeks past sent 
shells whistling into the lower 
Garigliano valley. American and

Straws in 


The Political Winds 


A month ago probably the most astute politi- 
cal analyst in America said he did not believe 
at the time that Franklin D. Roosevelt could, at 
that time, win a state between Rhode Island 
and Utah 

He hedged, 
change. 

It seems to me it has changed a little. I seem to sense, out of 
certain events, an improvement, in Mr. Roosevelt’s position. This 
does not grow out of the fact that he already has pledged more than 
enough votes to nominate him at Chicago in July, but out of other 
factors, some tangible, some not. 

It is, for instance, puzzling to\know just what was motivating 
Senator Millard Tydings, of Maryland, in his recent primary 
victory. 

The senator was one of those listed on the “purge” in 1938. 
No more robust foe of the administration could be found anywhere. 
Senator Tydings was raging, pledged to eternal opposition. 

Yet, and this was more than passing strange, during his recent 
primary, Senator Tydings was waving a letter from Mr. Roosevelt 
which began, “Dear Millard.” He was informing his audiences, 
with some enthusiasm, that he frequently consulted with the Presi- 
dent and was on the friendliest of terms. He insisted that any 
effort to make him appear a foe was wrong. 

Now, I cannot bring myself to believe—and yet, who caW say? 
Politics is not, as has been said before, an exact science. 


That is one of those factors of which I spoke. 


STRAWS IN THE WIND Senator Alben Barkley has come 


out strongly for a fourth term. 
That is not at ajl surprising. Senator Barkley always has believed 
in the administration’s program of making government aware of 
the needs of the people as opposed to the needs of the special 
privilege crowd so long in the saddle. He was never of the same 
beliefs as Jack Garner, for instance, and a number of others who 
“left” the administration. They never at any time believed in it. 

This was a fact generally overlooked in the great love for Sen- 
ator Barkley which bloomed at the time he spoke out against the 
veto of the tax bill and resigned as majority leader, only to be 
re-elected by unanimous vote. 

One of the things that shocked him was the names on the tele- 
grams he received. He certainly hadn’t meant to go over to that 
crowd, 

Of lesser import, but still of import, is the fact that Senator 
K. D. McKellar, ardent foe of “those about the President,” - and 
frequent castigator of administration policies, foe of the TVA, has 
come out for a fourth term and stated the President will carry 
Tennessee. 

National Chairman Robert E. Hannegan has sounded the battle 
cry of “fit and ‘ready for the fight” and declares “the people of 
the United States are determined that Franklin D. Roosevelt shall 
complete the assignment destiny has given him.” 

There are other little items, blowing hither and yon, adding up 
to not much of anything, but nevertheless part of the picture. 

It looks to me as if someone has done a very, very effective 
job behind the scenes.

If Captured by Nips 


The value of the motion picture as a method 
of education has been recognized so fully by 
authorities of our Army and Navy since this 

ss war began that it is probable it will be used 
more extensively than ever in schools and colleges once the war 
is over, 

Many films designed to teach the men in the fighting services 
have been produced in this country and in co-operation with our 
Allies. These, though intended primarily for showing to the men 
in the training camps, have in some instances proven so interesting 
they have been released for showing generally in our regular pic- 
ture theaters here at home. 

Remember that one about the Russian front? If you failed to 
see it you really missed something. It has been shown, now, at 
neighborhood theaters as well as first-run houses, so if you haven't 
seén it it is your own fault And remember the one made by the 
British showing the advance of General Montgomery and his men 
from Egypt all across Northern Africa to Tunisia. There were two 
swell pieces of screen production. 


IF CAPTURED. The Navy has recently produced a film to 

be shown to its men in training, intended to 
show them how to act if they should be so unfortunate as to 
become prisoners of the Japs This is titled “The Japs—His 
Honorable Self,” and, although it is unlikely it will be shown to 
the general public, a description of it recently received has a lot 
of interest. 

The summing-up of the instructions, given by the voice on the 
film, is particularly interesting. It advises, if you should be cap- 
tured by the Japs, if you are in the armed services, to “Tell him 
only your name, rank and serial number. Don’t argue with him, 
don’t quip or be condescending. Don’t brag, don’t fawn, don’t 
cringe. Don’t let him rattle you even if he torments you. He has 
steeled himself to show no emotion. You do the same.” 

The film tells the life story of a typical Jap boy, from the time 
he is a baby until he becomes a soldier, and later. He is said to 
be typical of 80 per cent of the men in the Jap army. His family 
is shown on the screen. His father, a constant imbiber of saki, 
the heady Jap liquor, devotes all his effort to “supervising the 
work of Taro’s mother in the rice fields’; his grandmother is 
usually drunk on saki, even as she fondles the baby and his grand- 
father does nothing but contemplate his past glories as former 
head of the family. The emperor, Hirohito, is described as “a Jap 
god on earth behind whom there is always an Edgar Bergen.” 

Taro, the boy, is taught nothing but the one aim to make him- 
self big enough and strong enough for the army and to “beat the 
nasty white man who trespasses.” He goes around with a constant 
chip on his shoulder that was carried by his family before him 
for 80 years. 

It must be an extremely interesting study in the psychology of 
the little yellow monkeys we've got to mop up in the Pacific. 


SPEAKING OF FILMS. for an abrupt change, but still on

Costly Auction 


NEW YORK, May 18.~-Donald 
Day, of Edgerton, Ohio, an auc: 
tioneer who also operates a farm 
and a retail furniture store, is de- 
fendant in an action by the OPA 
to make him pay $3,559 as a pen- 
alty for having sold at auction 
three used farm tractors at a price 
$1,186 above the ceiling. His com- 
mission on the excess was only 
$11.87 and it is his contention 
that, even if such limitation of the 
price were fair, as he does not ad- 
mit, the f r who sold the ma- 
chinery a not the auctioneer 
should have to pay the penalty, 
which is three times the excess. 


Mr. Day’s experience apparent- 
ly is only one of several similar 
misfortunes, others being reported 
from Twin Falls, Idaho, Hillsdale, 
Mich., Culver, Ind., and Myers- 
town, Pa. He has drawn up a pe- 
tition to congress praying for the 
revision of certain of the price re- 
strictions and pointing out a num- 
ber of complications which may 
not have been foreseen when price 
control was adopted as one means 
of standing off inflation. 

Mr. Day points out that under 
this restriction the wife of a farm- 
er who has died, leaving used 
equipment, may not. realize the 
full, fair value of their joint es- 
tate but must, in practical effect, 
present to the lucky buyer as a 
cash gift out of her lawful inherit- 
ance the difference between the 
ceiling price and the price that 
could be realized in competitive 
bidding on the lawn under the old 
maple tree. The same applies to 
the sale of her washing machine, 
electric refrigerator and all the 
rest of her household equipment 
and there are other painful rami- 
fications, all tending to deprive 
the individual citizen of values 
which ordinarily would be his. 


Case in Point 


In the case in point, as Mr. Day 
explains the situation, the farmer 
and his family who were selling 
out were “people who have de- 
prived themselves of most of the 
pleasures of life and many of the 
necessities” and were disposing of 
the holdings accumulated in a life- 
time of toil. The tractors were not 
bought up in a time of scarcity 
with intent to exploit the shortage 
and the need of their neighbors 
for a profit, but were acquired 
normally for use on the farm. 

As an offset against the excess 
price, in this case, other articles 
sold for 10 cents or 20 cents on 
the dollar in proportion to their 
ceiling value, reckoned by their 
age, condition and the price they 
cost the farmer when he bought 
them new. 

In the Twin Falls sale, as report- 
ed a few days ago, a farmer bid 
$1,050 for a used tractor, the prop- 
erty of the county, which was re- 
quired by law to accept only the 
highest bid and therefore could 
not let it go at the ceiling price 


(of $723. 


Tractors and some other equip- 
ment, including household ma- 
chinery, are covered by ceiling 
prices even 4m sales between indi- 
viduals, but used furniture is un- 
der price restrictions only if sold 
at auction or by a dealer,

Governing a Defeated German 
To Be a Real Problem for Allies 


(Editor’s Note, Gladstone Williams, whose column usually 
appears here, is on vacation.) 


The revelation to American journalists in London of what is 
being prepared in the United States Army civil affairs traini 
center, “somewhere in England,” to which will be entrusted civi 
administration in Europe, coincides with the opening of a new offen- 
sive in Italy. 

Thus the description of the administration we intend to set up, 
especially in conquered Germany, is beyond the platonic stage. We 
intend to win; to occupy; to administer. It will be the most gigan- 
tic problem that has ever confronted armies or policy-making bodies. 

The revelations might well lead to a heated debate, unless we 
all realize that occupation and administration can only be carried 
out by stage. 

The stages are fluid, but obviously there will be three: the first 
a continuing war stage, before our enemies acknowledgé defeat and 
—_ a arms. In this stage, only military considerations are 
admissable. : 


TRANSITION The next stagesds bound to be transitional. The 

material for a complétely new civil administra- 
tion will be nonexistent. In this stage, great regroupings of the 
population will take place. We shall find millions of foreign work- 
ers who will have to be restored to their own countries. There will 
also be millions of refugees, who have been moved out of their 
normal homes, in the most bombed centers—some of these homes 
no longer exist or are unfit for tenancy. And other millions will 
be added by flight from battle areas. 

Under these conditions, it will be absolutely necessary to keep 
an administration functioning. 

But obviously the aim is to come to a third stage; namely, to 
the. total liquidation of the Nazi regime, and the creation of a 
new one, 

People who have the third stage in mind will easily criticize 
the two others. For, in the first and second stages, our authorities 
have announced that they intend to keep some Nazis in office. Of 
course, the leading Nazis will immediately be removed. That has 
been announced. It should not be difficult to know who they are, 
since the Nazis have themselves published party yearbooks, listing 
their most important party officials. 


OPPORTUNISTS The difficulty begins with second and third- 

rank Nazis, an unknown number of whom 
have simply taken party membership to protect bureaucratic posi- 
tions. To find out the truth about these men will be an impossible 
task if left to British and American officials alone, aided only by 
questionnaires and the American system of sworn affidavits. Even 
with heavy penalties for false statements, this will not function for 
real Nazis. 

Our objective will be to prevent “chaos.” But what do we 
mean by chaos? In the first stage, chaos would mean impediments 
to operations of our troops. In the two first stages it will be neces- 
sary to prevent chaos in food distribution. In other words, all tech- 
nical and economic matters must go on as smoothly as possibile. 

But there is no possibility of a new regime emerging in Ger- 
many without vast political chaos. Take the courts. The admin- 
istration of justice will be important from the outset, and the drastic 
purging of the courts is essential even if it produces considerable 
chaos, for otherwise Nazis’ will intrench themselves under what- 
ever guise, in judgment over their co-nationals. 

The same is true of the educational system. If, for a year or 
two, German children are not technically as well taught as they 
have been, the influence of Nazi teachers must be removed at 
any price, and not technical but moral qualifications be what counts, 


The most fundamental task, however, is the 
BAN TERROR breaking of the terror system. It is estimated 
that the S. S. army contains at least 650,000 ple. The y 
has a complete military and civil system paralleling the military 
and civil system of the state. The surrender of the German army 
does not involve the surrender of the party army, which is not even 
under the high command. 

The party army and system will go underground. And we shall 
need much help from the German population in exhuming and de- 
stroying this network which is thoroughly trained in revoiutionary 
methods. This terror machine is not a profession. Its members 
are in all sorts of offices. And if these men remain alive and at 
large they will keep their network intact—and rebuild it as they 
are doing in American prison camps. They can even function 
under the most perfect foreign military discipline. -perhaps func- 
tion best under it. And to that, a considerable amount of chaos 
would be preferable,

No Isolationist 
Trend Indicated | 
In the Midwest |

PRINCETON, N. §&—Ever since 
Wendell Willkie was defeated in 
the Wisconsin primary, arguments 
have been raging over the ques- 
tion whether the Middle West is 
turning isolationist. | 

A survey has just been com- 
pleted by the Institute to deter- 
mine whether this is true. A ques- 
tion concerning postwar interna- 
tional co-operation was put to the 
voters of the Middle West in the 
survey, and the responses com- 
pared to the vote in the same 
section on the same question one 
year ago. 

The comparison shows that 
while there has been some change 
in Middle Western sentiment, the 
chanve is not large, and that the 
rank and file of voters in the area| 
are just about as much in favor| 
of the principle of international | 
co-operation as the voters else- 
where in the country.

In South Is Cited by Lyle at Parley 


Unless social insurance includes 
12 million farmers who are with- 
out protection against insecurity 
caused by illness, accident, dis- 
ability and old age, they will be 
compelled to fall back on the pub- 
lic assistance program, Richard H. 
Lyle, regional director of the So 
cial Security Board, said. 

Speaking before a convention of 
the Florida Horticultural Society 
at Winter Haven, Lyle said that 
farmers pay a proportionate part 
of the cost of old age and sur- 
vivors’ insurance system provided 
by the federal government, 
they do not receive its benefits. 


“There are more aged people 
and children in the south than any- 
where else in the nation,” Lyl 
declared, “therefore, social insur- 
ance needs of the area are greater 
in proportion rather than less.” 


Exclusion of farm workers from 
old-age and survivors’ insurance 
compels a greater dependency of 
agricultural areas upon public aid 
programs and increases the tax 
burden, he added, and declared 
the exclusion as “a specie of taxa- 
tion without representation.”

I think the weatherman must take a spe [22333 
cial interest in this party, for on many occae =e 
sions parties planned for the garden had to come indoors, but never 
to date when the senate ladies were coming. 


I am very interested in the stories which are now being sent 
to me about the efforts which various industries are making to 
prepare themselves to employ handicapped people in their plants. 
This is being done largely as a patriotic gesture with the idea of 
restraining war veterans, but I think it will have a lasting effect on 
the employment of all handicapped people. 


Two thrilling stories have come to me recently. One, of a man 
who was blind and a deaf mute, and yet strongly felt the urge to 
do something for the war. He presented himself at a plant, and 
traced the following words on the palm of the interviewer’s hand: 
“I can’t see, I can’t hear, I can’t talk, but I can work.” They trained 
him, and his highly developgd sense of touch and his great desire 
to learn proved great assets. He was hired as a bench-hand in the 
repair department where defective parts are inspected and sorted to 
salvage metal for future use. Now, less than a year later, he is 
outproducing his co-workers three to one, is working full time and 
is earning full-time pay. 

But the remarkable part of the story is not that he managed 
to go to work. It is that he has a very high record of steady hours 
of work, month in and month out. He comes to work all alone, 
transfers twice to reach the plant, and those who work with him 
have caught something of his fine spirit. They recognize his courage. 
In spite of his handicaps, he has kept a sense of humor and an 
understanding and appreciation of other human beings. All of these 
qualities make him a valuable co-worker, who puts to shame any- 
one who might feel entitled to let down in his efforts. 


The other story was of a Czechoslovakian who spent many years 
on relief because of- a stroke which “pes tng one side of his body. 
Finally, he was restrained, and he became a welder spite of a 
paralyzed hand and arm. He is now earning $45 a week. He is 
a man again, life has changed, and out of his salary he is weekly 
repaying something to the government. He says he will continue to 
do this until he has returned all that was given to him during the 
years when he accepted relief. The doctor who told me about him 
said that when he was given a prize last year, the expression on 
his face was one of the most moving he had ever seen. To the 
doctor, he seemed to epitomize all of the oppressed people in Eu-

Streamline 
Your Hips 


By Ida Jean Kain. 


If you want to reduce your hips 
three inches by the Fourth of July, 
you'll take an active interest in 
exercise from this day forth. All 
most of you have to do to be as 
streamlined as all get out is to 
stop overeating and start exercis- 
ing. Naturally, with weight as 
much as 10 per cent beyond what 
it should be for your build, you 
will have to count calories, too. 
But, even so, exercise is strongly 
indicated. . 

Hip problems differ. The extra 
padding may bulge the silhouette 
out at the sides, an exaggeration 
of what is, literally, hips—accord- 
ing to Webster. Or, it may be 
an easy chair spread and an all- 
around hip problem. Or the pro- 
jection may be rearward, south of 
the waist, in a bustle effect. To- 
day’s exercise program takes in all 
hip problems and if you take it 
in your stride you won’t have any. 

Position: Lie on back on floor, 
arms out at sides, and legs to- 
gether and straight up in air “rom 
the hips, forming a right angle 
with the trunk. 

Movement: Hold that right an- 
gle as you roll. Go over on one 
side to rest weight on that elbow 
and all along the thighline: roll 
back and over to the other side— 
holding the right angle through- 
out. Twelve counts will be about 
right for a starter. Later you can 
increase to 25 counts. You might 
like to swing into the rhythm of 
this one with “The Jersey 
Bounce.” 

To lose the bustle effect, swing 
into this one. 

Position: Lying on side on floor 
with head pillowed on folded arm, 
legs straight down. 

Movement: Raise top leg just a 
few inches, swing out in front, 
then away out and up in back. 
Keep swinging, 12 counts. Rest, 
repeat on other side.

ABOARD THE EXCHANGE LINER GRIPSHOLM, BARCELONA, 
May 18.—(7)-—-Twenty long months of Italian and German prison 
camps, my third sinking and fifth torpedoing have been added to my 
experiences as war correspondent, which already had included two 
years aboard warships of the British Mediterranean fleet. 


On the morning of September 
14, 1942, I was aboard the flag- 
ship destroyer Sikh, leading a 
squadron into the Axis-occupiea 
harbor of Tobruk to land troops 
and “beat up” that enemy base. 

Apparently tipped the raid was 
coming, the German and Italian 
garrisons were waiting. Coastal 
batteries opened fire about 3 a. m. 
just as the first disembarked Brit- 
ish marines and troops were 
touching shore. 

First salvos tore into the Sikh's 
engine room and set her afire. 
The Sikh's crew fired back every- 
thing but the anchor. To prevent 
her from blowing to bits, Captain 
St. John Micklethwait, of London, 
ordered the magazine flooded. For 
the next four hours Axis guns 
battered her to pieces. 

Thousands of shells were fired 


turned over on her port side with 
30 shell holes. 


SHIP ABANDONED 


Then suddenly came the cap- 
tain’s order to abandon ship. 
While shells screamed = and 
whizzed about me I clambered 
over the starboard side, first 
hurling a rubber float into the sea. 
It drifted away so 1 helped lower | 
® rowboat and jumped into it. 


Twenty others followed me. 
And we pulled for the Tobruk 
shore. 

Axis batteries continued to fire 
shells at us.and at scores of of- 
ficers and men who plunged over- 
board from the Sikh. Stukas flew 
over. 

Italian landing craft put out 
from shore. I signalled with my 
handkerchief and shouted in Ital- 
jan to be picked up. We were 
pulled aboard an Italian boat. For 
the next hour this boat moved 
about the scene, picking up a hun- 
dred or more British sailors, 
of them badly wounded. 


Stepping ashore at

After three hours of dickering 
the German commander said Rom- 
mel was too busy to see me. My 
plan was to get to.F] Alamein and 
then try to get ‘back to British 
territory.

Then began the _ difficult 
Behind barbed wire at a 
transients’ camp commanded by 
Col. Stefani Orofalo, where there 
were hundreds of lice-infested, 
cold, hungry Indian soldiers whose 


legs were filthy and whose ema- 


ciated bodies were hideously dis- 
‘torted by swellings and malnu- 
trition. 

Colonel Orofalo said all Allied 
ships were being sunk; there were 
no Red Cross food parcels. 

For four months I never saw 
soap, had a towel or a pair of 
shoes and wore only a torn. thin 
khaki naval uniform. Cold 
swelled my fingers and toes. The 
only food was a small plate of 
yellowish liguid called pumpkin 
soup and little rolls of hardtack 


bread that fitted into the palm of 


my hand. 
FOUGHT FOR RELEASE 

I constantly protested and 
fought for my release. I! consist- 
ently refused to salute or show 
respect for any Italian officer. [I 
told them I couldn’t show respect 
for those for whom I had none 
and who treated prisoners of war 
like swine. 

Although my fingers were so 
swollen it was difficult to hold a 
pen, I made myself a news bul- 
letin board, read and translated 
Italian newspapers and ran a 
news service for the thousands 


of prisoners of war who passed 


through that camp. 

Finally, after vigorous protests 
by me, Captain Micklethwait and 
other naval officers, the comman- 
dant ordered all Americ3n pris- 
oners of war sent to concentra- 
tion camp No, 21 at Chieti and J] 
was separated from British naval 
officers for the first time in this 
war and I never rejoined them.
